His condition improved and he 
was sent back to the nursing 
home. 
Doctors said they had 
an 
hour's indication that death was 
near, giving them time to sum­ 
mon his Austrian-born wife, 
Francesca, 65, and his adopted 
son, Rhee In-soo. 


Unfulfilled was his life's am­ 
bition and dream—unification of 
Korea as a republic. The moun­ 
tainous peninsula on Asia's east 
coast still is divided along the 
truce line where the bloody Ko­ 
rean War was halted in 1953. 
The funeral will be held at 
the Korean Christian Church 
of Honolulu, center of worship 
for much of Honolulu's small 
Korean community. 
Wilbert Choy, who heads a 
committee of Korean 
Com­ 
munity officials handling the 
services, said Rhee will be 
burled in Seoul, Korea. 
On June 21 Rhee was removed 
from Korean President Chung 
Hee Park’s political purge list. 
However, Rhee had been invited 
back to his homeland before but 
declining health prevented it. 
The former “ Tiger of Korea" 
was tamed by age. Once a driv­ 


ing chief executive who defied 
Communism and the United Na­ 
tions, he became a homesick 
and tired old man. 
A nurse said Rhee was kept 
alive by a dwindling hope of go­ 
ing home to die. 
This hope seemed to be tee 
only strength he had left. Hie 
health, his stamina and the pow­ 
er he once wielded faded when 
student riots toppled him from 
the presidency. 


Rhee was the Korean repub­ 
lic’s first president and served 
in the job 12 years. He had just 
been re-elected to a fourth term 
when his government was over­ 
thrown.

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Leaves from a war re­ 
porter’s notebook: 
From the air South Viet Nam 
looks in many places like a vast 
cemetery. 
When you first fly over the 
countryside, you notice what at 
first look like bomb craters or 
old abandoned wells. 
But 
no 
one could have 
dropped that many bombs or 
abandoned that 
many wells. 
What you are seeing are the 
tombs of some of Asia’s unnum­ 
bered dead. 
Tombs outnumber the rice 
paddies, where grow in vivid 
green the white grains that feed 
the country’s living millions. 
The tombs cluster by the 
hundreds in every patch of san­ 
dy outworn soil, 
hi smaller 
numbers, they also stud the fer­ 
tile rice paddies, as if the cla­ 
morous dead were draining the 
sustenance of the living. 
Some of the tombs are new 
and handsome in gold and blue 
colors. But most are gray and 
old and lichen-encrusted, and 
the dead within them as forgot­ 
ten as the faded, fallen leaves 
of a flame tree.

The five, 10- and 20-piastre 
notes — and particularly the 
fives — are the financial lan­ 
guage of the poor. The five- 
piastre note is so dirty, frayed, 
unsanitary and pawed over that 
you feel you may be contract­ 
ing a nameless disease every 
time you accept one in change. 


The situation in South Viet 
Nam is bewildering in many 
ways to thousands of the Ameri­ 
can 
military 
men stationed 
here. The customs of the people 
are so different, the conduct of 
the war itself is so different, 
from anything they have known 
before. 
But there is also a great de­ 
termination on the part of most 
to see this thing through. 
I think the best expression of 
both this bewilderment and de­ 
termination that I have heard 
was made by Capt. James W. 
Haerer, 33, a fighter pilot from 
Tampa, Fla. 
During a flight we made to­ 
gether on a supply plane to a 
mountain fort, Haerer said: 
“ You don't always know what 
you're fighting over here —but 
you know it has to be fought.” 


WASHINGTON — One of the 
most interesting relationships 
in the life of Adlai Stevenson 
was that with President John­ 
son. One an intellectual, the 
other a politician, they were 
closer than Adlai was with John 
F. Kennedy. 
This was not always the case. 
In 1956, Stevenson was on much 
closer terms with the young 
Harvard - trained Senator than 
with 
Lyndon Johnson, Estes 
Kefauver or any of the big 
wheels of the Democratic par­ 
ty. Personally, he would have 
preferred Kennedy to Kefauver 
as his running-mate. 
In 1956, furthermore, he had 
not been getting along at all well 
with Johnson, then Senate Ma­ 
jority Leader and a man who 
resented the Advisory Commit­ 
tee of the Democratic party, a 
group which included Steven­ 
son, Kefauver, 
Gov. 
Averell 
Harriman of New York, Gov. 
Mennen Williams of Michigan 
and 
Gov. 
Chester 
Bowles 
of Connecticut. 
Johnson 
and his f r ie n d , 
Speaker San Rayburn, both of 
Texas, boycotted the commit­ 
tee meetings and there 
was 
friction between Stevenson, the 
titular leader of the Democratic 
party, 
and 
Johnson, 
the 
dominating 
Democrat of the 
Senate. 
SECRET ALLIANCE 
But in 1960 an unusual politi­ 
cal alliance, little known to the 
public, drew them together. It 
was an alliance to block the 
nomination of John F. Kennedy. 
It was agreed that Stevenson 
would stay in the nomination 
race, not with the hope of win­ 
ning, but in order to prevent 
Kennedy from winning on the 
first ballot. 
Johnson had been a slow start­ 
er, had not been able to cam­ 
paign because of his Senate 
duties. His only hope was a 
deadlock after which the con­ 
vention 
would turn to him. 
Stevenson agreed to use his 
delegates to that end. Kennedy 
repeatedly asked him to with­ 
draw and got quite irritated 
when he refused. 
The strategy failed and, when 
Kennedy got the nomination, no 
one was more vigorous in cam­ 
paigning for him than Adlai 
Stevenson.

But Adlai once told me that 
he suspected Kennedy resented 
his alliance with Lyndon and 
that this was one reason why 
he never became Secretary of 
State. 
However, the Los Angeles al­ 
liance brought Stevenson, the 
intellectual, and Johnson, the 
practical politician, much clos­ 
er together. And after Johnson 
assumed the presidency, they 
became even closer.

Johnson placed a sheaf of tele­ 
grams in Adlai's hands, tt would 
have taken 30 minutes to read 
them. Meanwhile the Ambassa­ 
dor was phoning Washington 
from under his desk with bullets 
whizzing through Embassy win­ 
dows. Johnson gave the order 
to land troops. 
Adlai was not happy about 
Dominican 
intervention, but 
never said so. He believed in 
playing on the Johnson team. 
Thus there continued a genuine 
friendship between two strong 
men of opposite backgrounds 
and

personalities. 
When the President got the 
news of Adlai’s death, he had 
trouble keeping back the tears.

President Johnson did not say 
a word in correction; Nor did 
any of the American guests. 
They figured the error was a 
slip of the tongue by the in­ 
terpreter.

Top Crime Fighter Charges 
Underworld Syndicates Destroy 
Civil Rights of the Public 
For more than four years one 
man actively directed a daily 
battle against the vast networks 
of the criminal syndicates. This 
was the task of Herbert J. 
Miller, until recently assistant 
attorney general of the U. S. 
in charge of the Criminal Di­ 
vision of the Justice Dept. Under 
him was the organized crime 
and rackets section. I asked 
him whether there really was 
a chance of ever cracking the 
Mafia-type underworld. Here is 
his reply: 
By Herbert J, Miller 
Washington, D. C.: — We can 
assume that the most sacred 
duty 
of government 
is to 
guarantee to those who com­ 
prise it those rights which are 
the foundation of a free society. 
Freedom of worship, freedom of 
speech and the freedom to vote 
one's choice in an honest elec­ 
tion are considered by most to 
be the bedrock upon which this 
republic is bottomed. 
Two additional 
rights, how­ 
ever, which are just as basic 
and which are in daily conflict, 
are first, the right to be free 
from governmental oppression 
and, secondly, the right of a 
citizen to governmental pro­ 
tection from the depredations of 
the lawless against his person 
and property. Every reasonable 
precaution must be taken in the 
interest of both of these basic 
rights to assure that neither 
is unduly or unfairly 
sub­ 
ordinated. 
If this balance is not achieved, 
the innocent will suffer and the 
citizens of this country will live 
the antithesis of freedom and 
liberty. 
If a latter day Peter Zenger 
faces incarceration because his 
printed opinion was circulated 
for all to read to the discom­ 
fiture and rage of government 
hierarchy, we have lost part of 
the heritage that the founders 
of this government sought to 
guarantee to all of us. If one 
of us is imprisoned on charges 
fostered by a governmental of­ 
ficial who finds it politically 
expedient to remove an in­ 
dividual from a position in which 
he can criticize the government, 
we have no different result. 
The very thought of such gov­ 
ernmental interference causes 
a visceral reaction of antagon­ 
ism and outrage—as well it 
should, for this is our very 
heritage that is being subverted. 
This revulsion from these acts 
is primarily caused by the fact 
that they are actions by the gov­ 
ernment or, more properly, the 
acts of individuals cloaked with 
governmental power. 
These 
acts, in other words, make it 
“an unfair fight." 
But, how do most people react 
when the same type ofdepreda- 
ton and deprivation of rights 
is visited upon a citizen by a 
single thug or a group of in­ 
dividual criminals acting 
in 
concert rather than by the gov­ 
ernment? 
The reaction is one of Instant 
condemnation and almost im­ 
mediate concern with 
other 
matters. Why is it that this 
same deprivation of rights can 
be accomplished by the criminal 
underworld, and the 
average 
person upon hearing even the 
most gruesome facts has but 
a fleeting sense of anger? His 
anger is shortly followed by a 
sense of relief that he was not 
the victim. 
What makes this even more 
puzzling is that, in a large 
measure, it was a governmental 
omission that permitted this act 
to take place against an innocent 
victim. Of course, the govern­ 
ment can only use the tools at 
its 
disposal 
in combatting 
crime. 
The real tragedy is that the 
rights which surround the ac­ 
cused are so impenetrable that 
the accused is often permitted 
to roam the streets and com­ 
mit further crimes. Innocent 
persons suffer as a result. 
TTie government, instead 
of 
vigorously protecting the rights 
of its citizens, thus permits 
them to be trampled. 
In one area of criminality, 


organized crime, the protective 
rights surrounding the 
in­ 
dividual demonstrably and ser­ 
iously handicap law enforce­ 
ment. Since Joe Valachi pub­ 
licly broke with his organiza­ 
tion, the Cosa Nostra, most 
people will concede the exis­ 
tence of that organization. It 
is an organization which is 
dedicated to criminal conduct, 
to killings, extortions and rob­ 
beries, in order that its mem­ 
bers may live an affluent life 
on the work product of law abid­ 
ing citizens. But the dismal 
part of the Valachi revelations 
is that the organization has 
existed and operated in this 
country for many years, and 
still is very much alive. 
The 
existence of a secret 
criminal organization for such 
a long period of time can be 
explained either in terms of the 
inefficiency of law enforcement 
or that the individual rights of 
the members of this criminal 
conspiracy effectively protect 
and permit the continuation of 
the organization. 
While this is admittedly an 
oversimplification, the glaring 
fact remains that despite all of 
the efforts of local 
police 
forces, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, 
the 
Federal 
Bureau of Narcotics, the in­ 
ternal Revenue Service and the 
many other investigative agen­ 
cies of the Federal Govern­ 
ment, the organization 
con­ 
tinues to operate. 
The continuation of this crim­ 
inal conspiracy is a forceful 
argument that law enforcement 
operating under present rules, 
decisions and statutes is unable 
to eradicate the problem. The 
glib answer, that it is better 
that a hundred go free rather 
than that one innocent person 
be convicted solves nothing. 
An equally glib retort is that 
the freeing of a guilty person 
can and has given the 
freed 
defendant the opportunity 
to 
murder an Innocent person. 
What is the result? Hie gov­ 
ernment, by freeing the guilty, 
has permitted the defendant to 
not merely imprison but take 
the life of an innocent person. 
The continued operation of this 
criminal syndicate is a tacit 
admission that the rights of the 
victims 
of that organization 
have been subordinated to the 
rights of those accused of com­ 
mitting the crime. The very 
existence of the organization 
would seem to prove that much. 
But much can be done to re­ 
store the balance of rights so 
that officers of the law will be 
in a position to fulfill their 
prime duty — protection of 
the Innocent. One is for Con­ 
gress to enact statutes recently 
proposed by the Department of 
Justice 
that will enable the 
prosecutor to give immunity 
from prosecution to those who 
give evidence of a crime. Re­ 
fusal to testify after being given 
immunity could result in a 
prison term. 


It is only with 
immunity 
statutes that the underlings of 
the Cosa Nostra can be com­ 
pelled to testify concerning this 
criminal conduct of the higher- 
ups in the syndicate. Now such 
individuals invoke their right 
not to testify under the Fifth 
Amendment — which they have 
a right to do. But once given 
immunity from 
prosecution, 
those Fifth Amendment rights 
cannot be used as a basis for 
not testifying. 
Only with this additional leg­ 
islation can law enforcement 
have any real hope of breaking 
the solid code of silence which 
cloaks criminal conduct of the 
most brutal and sadistic nature. 
Surely government must take 
this minimal step to protect 
future innocent victims of crim­ 
inal greed. Only with additional 
legislation can this blight on 
our democracy be eliminated. 
Judge Learned Hand once sai<^ 
“ The protection of the 
in­ 
dividual from oppression and 
abuse by the police and other 
enforcing officers is Indeed a 
major interest in a free society; 
but so is the effective prosecu­ 
tion of crime, an interest which 
at times seems to be forgotten.”

A. Technically, yes. But with­ 
out the massive infusions of 
UJS. troops and aid into Viet 
Nam, the nation would fall to 
the Communists in weeks or 
days. In this sense, South Viet 
Nam's contribution to its own 
war is increasingly symbolic, 
and the real war is American. 
The Vietnamese casualty rate is 
still far higher than the Ameri­ 
can, but this ratio is likely to 
change radically in the coming 
months.

VIENNA, 1U. — The Shawnee 
Development Council — a five 
county organisation designed to 
guide the war on poverty pro­ 
gram — may have died Wednes* 
day, just four days after its 
birth. 
A 
meeting 
held in Vienna 
Wednesday and attended by rep­ 
resentatives from Alexander 
Pulaski, Union, Massac, and 
Johnson counties, disintegrated 
when the Alexander 
County 
delegation walked out after a 
dispute over where offices of 
the five-county director of the 
program should be located. 
At the same time, Ray Mels- 
enheimer, who has been em­ 
ployed as director-coordinator 
of the Alexander County Com­ 
munity Action program, an­ 
nounced that he had resigned, 
effective immediately. 
Melsenheimer's 
resignation 
was 
submitted 
before the 
Wednesday meeting and he said 
that he had agreed to attend 
the Vienna meeting and con­ 
tinued 
to guide 
efforts to 
organize the five-county pro­ 
gram until a replacement could 
be secured. Meisenheimer had 
been paid a salary of $100 
per week by the City of Cairo 
'while serving as director-co­ 
ordinator of the program. 
He said the Vienna meeting 
had progressed nicely until the 
matter of location of the direc­ 
tor's office arose. 
"Cairo authorized our dele­ 
gation to offer at no cost to the 
program a suite of two offices, 
equipped with furniture, utili­ 
ties supplied, a janitor ser­ 
vice, and air conditioning," 
Meisenheimer said. '«The only 
other location offered was an 
abandoned school building at 
Karnak that would have to be 
equipped with utilities and re­ 
novated before it could 
be 
used as an office." 
Pulaski, Union, Johnson, and 
Massac counties all voted to 
locate the office in the Karnak 
building and it was at this point 
the Alexander County delega­ 


tion left the meeting. 
Meisenheimer said it now ap­ 
peared the Shawnee Develop­ 
ment Council would not be or­ 
ganised as a five-county unit. 
He gave no indication about 
what course would be pursued in 
the future. 
This was the third meeting of 
the five county group to organ­ 
ize into a regional unit. Some 
progress was made in the two 
previous meetings, although un­ 
dercurrents of dissension over 
location of the director's office 
were detected in the meeting 
held in Cairo last Friday. 
'«We had been instructed by 
our county Community Action 
Committee to stand fast for 
having the director's office lo­ 
cated 
here," Meisenheimer 
said. "We feel it should be lo­ 
cated in the center of the pover­ 
ty stricken area and past ex­ 
perience has proved that when 
offices are located further up­ 
state, we receive only limited 
benefits." 


He pointed out that 25 per­ 
cent of the population in Alex­ 
ander County was classified as 
poverty stricken, and that 26 
per cent of Pulaski County was 
in this classification. 
In comparison, only four per 
cent of Union County, seven 
per cent of Johnson County, 
and nine per cent of Massac 
County, are in this classifica­ 
tion. 
Members of the Alexander 
County delegation expressed 
surprise that the Pulaski County 
delegation did not offer a site 
for the office or support the 
Alexander County offer, since 
these two counties contain the 
vast 
majority 
of people on 
poverty rolls in the five-county 
area. 
What effect this disruption of 
the Shawnee Development Coun­ 
cil would have on processing of 
proposals submitted for 
ap­ 
proval by the individual coun­ 
ties could not be Immediately 
determined.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In all 
the political dreams of his life 
President 
Johnson 
probably 
never imagined anything like 
this: dominating the American 
scene with no real opposition in 
sight. 
Johnson last year and Presi­ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
1936 won tremendous election 
victories and their Democrats, 
riding their coattails, got over­ 
whelming control of Congress 
both tim es. 
But Johnson has been shrewd­ 
er than Roosevelt in the use he 
made of success and luck, for 
he had a little better luck than 
Roosevelt: the Republican party 
was split in the 1964 election and 
still is. 
Now the divided Republicans 
are hardly any opposition to 
him. Even their criticism s are 
barely audible. 
When they do take after him 
occasionally, as on his handling 
of the Vietnamese war, it's not 
because of American involve­ 
ment but because they want 
him to bomb harder. 
This is a lot different from 
President Harry S. Truman's 
experience with the Korean war 
when, shortly after the United 
States got into it in 1950, Repub­ 
licans opened up on him and 
kept on going. 
Since his 1964 election John­ 
son has carefully done nothing 
to bristle 
Democrats or Re­ 
publicans. In fact, except for a 
minor thrust once in a while, 
Johnson has been almost benev­ 
olent toward Republicans. 
He pulls the strings on this 
Congress, letting nothing inter­ 
fere with his determination to 
shove through what he wants. 
The result: Congress is running 
up one of its most impressive 
records. 
With Roosevelt it was differ- 
• ent. After his great win in 1936, 
he wrecked any chance for a 
stunning performance with his 
Democratic-run Congress by 
opening war on the Supreme 
Court. 
That highly conservative court 
had been throwing out one im­ 
portant New Deal program aft­ 
er another. And on Feb. 7,1937, 
less than three weeks after the 
new Congress took over, Roose­ 
velt opened dire. 
He sent a bill to the Capitol 
proposing drastic court reform , 
the 
so-called “ court-packing'* 
plan. 
He instantly ran into 
fierce dissent in all directions, 
including Democrats. 
That 1937 Congress — unlike 
this one where Johnson keeps 
the machinery oiled for speed 
and performance — got tangled 
up for months over Roosevelt's 
proposal and then, in July, re­ 
jected it. 
While Roosevelt lost this bat­ 
tle, he didn't lose the war. The 
court, apparently rendered self- 
conscious by the attacks by 
Roosevelt and others, switched 
and began upholding New Deal 
m easures. 
In May 1937, three months 
after Roosevelt began the fight, 
the court upheld the constitu­ 
tionality of Social Security, one 
of the most revolutionary and 


far-reaching of all the New Deal 
program s. 
But in Congress the court 
brawl and other dissensions so 
hampered legislation that in Au­ 
gust 1937 it quit without having 
passed any major m easure, fa 
short, Roosevelt didn't handle it 
well at all. 
When Roosevelt won the 1936 
election by a landslide it was 
against a progressive but vague 
Republican, Alfred M.Landon, 
whose party was left shattered 
but not split. 
But, luckily for Johnson, after 
his triumph over the highly con­ 
servative Sen. B arry Goldwater 
in 1964, the Republicans were 
left both shattered and split. 
And Johnson has taken full ad­ 
vantage of that.

The Kiwanis Club: 
How It All Came About 


Considering its present high status in the community, Kiwanis was started for less than lofty ideals. In 1915 a Detriot salesman named Allen 


Browne, a one-time organizer for the Moose, decided to found his own fraternal club for businessmen with the lure of sick benefits. Browne's 
motivation undoubtedly was singular: He would keep the $5 fee he charged members to join. 


Browne considered naming the organization the Benevolent Order Of Brothers, until someone pointed out the unfortunate meaning of the 


initials. The club members then asked a Detroit historian, Clarence M. Burton, to select a more appropriate name. He picked a phrase from the 
Otchipew Indian dialect, Nun-Kee-wan-nis, which he said meant: "We make a noise. We have a good time.” 


As Kiwanis's purposes expanded beyond those of merely a fraternal group, its members decided that the definition didn’t do them 
justice, and the Indian phrase was translated liberally as "self.expression.” The Kiwanis motto of "We Trade was revised to "W e Build." 


In 1916 Kiwanis sponsored a convention and elected George F. Hixon of Rochester as its first president. Allen Browne in the meantime 


prospered, having raised the initiation fee first to $10, then to $15. However, in selecting men for his club, he chose top community leaders, 


who didn’t want merely to meet, eat, burp, and adjourn but instead were interested in community activities - and eventually in removing 
Browne. At a convention at Birmingham in 1919, the delegates voted to obtain control of their own organization. 


"How much do you want?" they asked Browne.

Unfulfilled was his life’s am­ 
bition and dream--unification of 
Korea as a republic. The moun­ 
tainous peninsula on Asia's east 
coast still is divided along the 
truce line where the bloody Ko­ 
rean War was halted in 1953. 
The funeral will be held at 
the Korean Christian Church 
of Honolulu, center of worship 
for much of Honolulu’s small 
Korean community. 
Wilbert Choy, who heads a 
committee of Korean 
Com­ 
munity officials handling the 
services, said Rhee will be 
burled in Seoul, Korea. 
On June 21 Rhee was removed 
from Korean President Chung 
Hee Park’s political purge list. 
However, Rhee had been invited 
back to his homeland before but 
declining health prevented it.

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Leaves from a war re­ 
porter’s notebook: 
From the air South Viet Nam 
looks in many places like a vast 
cemetery. 
When you first fly over the 
countryside, you notice what at 
first look like bomb craters or 
old abandoned wells. 
But 
no 
one could have 
dropped that many bombs or 
abandoned that many wells. 
What you are seeing are the 
tombs of some of Asia’s unnum­ 
bered dead. 
Tombs outnumber the rice 
paddies, where grow in vivid 
green the white grains that feed 
the country’s living millions. 
The tombs cluster by the 
hundreds in every patch of san­ 
dy outworn soil. 
In smaller 
numbers, they also stud the fer­ 
tile rice paddies, as if the cla­ 
morous dead were draining the 
sustenance of the living. 
Some of the tombs are new 
and handsome in gold and blue 
colors. But most are gray and 
old and lichen-encrusted, and 
the dead within them as forgot­ 
ten as the faded, fallen leaves 
of a flame tree. 


The 
poet 
Sara 
Teasdale 
wrote of “children’s faces look­ 
ing up, holding wonder like 
cup.** 
& is the faces of Vietnamese 
children that give most encour­ 
agement to Americans here. 
They are so bright-eyed, en­ 
thusiastic, and eager to accept 
change. 
In the eyes of the middle- 
aged and elderly, you are de­ 
pressed to see sometimes a 
veiled animosity or at best a 
dull passivity.

than 60 up to 85 piastres a 
day, rarely gets his hands on 
one. The 100- and 200-piastre 
notes 
are 
usually 
in pret­ 
ty good shape, too. 
The five, 10- and 20-piastre 
notes — and particularly the 
fives — are the financial lan­ 
guage of the poor. The five- 
piastre note is so dirty, frayed, 
unsanitary and pawed over that 
you feel you may be contract­ 
ing a nameless disease every 
time you accept one in change. 


The situation in South Viet 
Nam is bewildering in many 
ways to thousands of the Ameri­ 
can 
military 
men 
stationed 
here. The customs of the people 
are so different, the conduct of 
the war itself is so different, 
from anything they have known 
before. 
But there is also a great de­ 
termination on the part of most 
to see this thing through. 
I think the best expression of 
both this bewilderment and de­ 
termination that I have heard 
was made by Capt. Jam es W. 
Haerer, 33, a fighter pilot from 
Tampa, Fla.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON — One of the 
most interesting relationships 
in the life of Adlal Stevenson 
was that with President John­ 
son. One an Intellectual, the 
other a politician, they were 
closer than Adlai was with John 
F. Kennedy. 
This was not always the case. 
In 1956, Stevenson was on much 
closer terms with the young 
Harvard - trained Senator than 
with 
Lyndon Johnson, Estes 
Kefauver or any of the big 
wheels of the Democratic par­ 
ty. Personally, he would have 
preferred Kennedy to Kefauver 
as his running-mate. 
In 1956, furthermore, he had 
not been getting along at all well 
with Johnson, then Senate Ma­ 
jority Leader and a man who 
resented the Advisory Commit­ 
tee of the Democratic party, a 
group which included Steven­ 
son, Kefauver, 
Gov. 
Averell 
Harriman of New York, Gov. 
Mennen Williams of Michigan 
and 
Gov. 
Chester 
Bowles 
of Connecticut. 
Johnson 
and his friend, 
Speaker San Rayburn, both of 
Texas, boycotted the commit­ 
tee meetings and there 
was 
friction between Stevenson, the 
titular leader of the Democratic 
party, 
and 
Johnson, 
the 
dominating 
Democrat of the 
Senate. 
SECRET ALLIANCE 
But in 1960 an unusual politi­ 
cal alliance, little known to the 
public, drew them together. It 
was an alliance to block the 
nomination of John F. Kennedy. 
It was agreed that Stevenson 
would stay in the nomination 
race, not with the hope of win­ 
ning, but in order to prevent 
Kennedy from winning on the 
first ballot. 
Johnson had been a slow start­ 
er, had not been able to cam­ 
paign because of his Senate 
duties. His only hope was a 
deadlock after which the con­ 
vention 
would turn to him. 
Stevenson agreed to use his 
delegates to that end. Kennedy 
repeatedly asked him to with­ 
draw and got quite Irritated 
when he refused. 
The strategy failed and, when 
Kennedy got the nomination, no 
one was more vigorous in cam­ 
paigning for him than Adlal 
Stevenson.

But Adlai once told me that 
he suspected Kennedy resented 
his alliance with Lyndon and 
that this was one reason why 
he never became Secretary of 
State. 
However, the Los Angeles al­ 
liance brought Stevenson, the 
intellectual, and Johnson, the 
practical politician, much clos­ 
er together. And after Johnson 
assumed the presidency, they 
became even closer. Johnson 
invited 
Stevenson to every 
luncheon or dinner pertaining to

advice. 
I talked to Adlai in New York 
shortly after American troops 
landed in the Dominican Re­ 
public; And while he had always 
been opposed to intervention he 
confessed that, had he been in 
the President’s shoes, his de­ 
cision might have been similar. 
He had come to Washington to 
attend a White House strategy 
meeting on Viet Nam and was 
sitting in the little green room 
just off the President’s main 
office when the final message 
came through from Ambassador 
Tapley Bennett in Santo Domin­ 
go requesting troops. 
Johnson placed a sheaf of tele­ 
grams in Adlal’s hands. It would 
have taken 30 minutes to read 
them. Meanwhile the Ambassa­ 
dor was phoning Washington 
from under his desk with bullets 
whizzing through Embassy win­ 
dows. Johnson gave the order 
to land troops. 
Adlai was not happy about 
Dominican 
intervention, but 
never said so. He believed In 
playing on the Johnson team. 
Thus there continued a genuine 
friendship between two strong 
men of opposite backgrounds 
and 
opposite 
personalities. 
When the President got the 
news of Adlai’s death, he had 
trouble keeping back the tears. 
JAPANESE 
AND SHRINE RS 
The joint meetings between 
Japanese and American Cabinet 
members were frank, healthy 
and a tribute to the ability of 
two one-time enemies to be­ 
come friends. But there was one 
thing the visiting Japanese of­ 
ficials just couldn’t understand 
-- the Shriners. 
When the Japanese arrived 
at the Shoreham Hotel in Wash­ 


ington the Shriners’ 
conven­ 
tion was just convening. 
And the fastidious gentlemen 
from Tokyo, looking prim and 
proper, gaped with amazement 
at the men dressed in Arab 
fezzes, baggy pants and in one 
case riding a camel, who dom­ 
inated the hotel lobby. 
The highest officers in the 
Japanese government, usually 
the height of punctuality, were 
late for appointments because 
they could not take their eyes 
off this new breed of Ameri­ 
cans. 
They 
watched them pinch 
ladies, light matches and pre­ 
tend to set fire to hotel carpets, 
and otherwise relax as only 
homo Americanus can when 
away from home.

whether a new type of American 
had been lurking undiscovered 
on the Western Hemisphere 
during the years. 
Note: A group of Africans 
was observing the Shriner Pa­ 
rade, dressed in their gaudy 
native garb. Evidently puzzled 
by the Shriner costumes, one of 
them turned to a bystander and 
asked: “ Is Johnson still Presi­ 
dent?” 
JAPANESE BOO-BOO 
At the White House luncheon 
for the Japanese Cabinet there 
occurred such a boo-boo as 
seldom happens at state func­ 
tions. 
News of Adlal Stevenson’s 
death came while the luncheon 
was 
in progress. 
President 
Johnson set aside his prepared 
speech and paid tribute 
to 
Stevenson. 
And Foreign 
Minister Etsusaburo Shiina did 
the same. 
But 
when 
the Interpreter 
translated Shllna’s speech, the 
English version put the Foreign 
Minister 
in the position of 
paying tribute to “The Late” 
Henry Cabot Lodge, who, of 
course, was not dead but who 
was Ambassador to the U. N. 
under Elsenhower. 
President Johnson did not say 
a word in correction; Nor did 
any of the American guests. 
They figured the error was a 
slip of the tongue by the in­ 
terpreter.

JUVENILE MOBS 
The Fourth of July weekend 
this year, which in a more 
constructive time would have 
been devoted chiefly to the cele­ 
bration of our national indepen­ 
dence, brought with it a grim 
tale of rioting and looting by 
juvenile mobs in once-peaceful 
resorts all over America. 
Despite the strange attempts 
of many commentators to brush 
this off as nothing new, or 
nothing to be alarmed about, 
in fact it deserves our deepest 
concern. It is true that rioting 
and looting, even by young peo­ 
ple, are not new in history. 
Undoubtedly they were common, 


as one “reassuring” voice has 
said, in medieval Germany. But 
until recently they have not been 
common in America. 
Little towns on the 
Great 
Lakes, on the seashore, or on 
the lovely wooded lakes 
of 
northern New England which in 
normal times never knew mass 
violence, were torn and gutted 
by young vandals screaming tor 
thrills. Hundreds were injured 
and millions of dollars* worth 
of damage done. 
Physical 
injuries heal and 
property damage can be re­ 
paired. But the injuries of char* 
acter and the spirit, inflicted 
on themselves and on their 
companions by the desperate 
and confused youths who in­ 
spired these riots, may prove 
incurable. 
These young people are not 
deeply evil. They are striking 
out blindly against 
a world 
and a country which seems to 
them to have given them no 
moral standards to live by and 
no purpose in life. By their 
acts they condemn all who taught 
them, by work or implication, 
that there is no real difference 
between right and wrong. 
That is the void in their lives 
which we must fill. HLH.

Top Crime Fighter Charges 
Underworld Syndicates Destroy 
Civil Rights of the Public 
For more than four years one 
man actively directed a dally 
battle against the vast networks 
of the criminal syndicates. This 
was the task of Herbert J. 
Miller, until recently assistant 
attorney general of the U. S. 
in charge of the Criminal Di­ 
vision of the Justice Dept. Under 
him was the organized crime 
and rackets section. I asked 
him whether there really was 
a chance of ever cracking the 
Mafia-type underworld. Here is 
his reply; 
By Herbert J. Miller 
Washington, D. C.: — We can 
assume that the most sacred 
duty 
of government 
is to 
guarantee to those who com­ 
prise it those rights which are 
the foundation of a free society. 
Freedom of worship, freedom of 
speech and the freedom to vote 
one’s choice in an honest elec­ 
tion are considered by most to 
be the bedrock upon which this 
republic is bottomed. 
Two additional 
rights, how­ 
ever, which are just as basic 
and which are in daily conflict, 
are first, the right to be free 
from governmental oppression 
and, secondly, the right of a 
citizen to governmental pro­ 
tection from the depredations of 
the lawless against his person 
and property. Every reasonable 
precaution must be taken in the 
interest of both of these basic 
rights to assure that neither 
is unduly or unfairly 
sub­ 
ordinated. 
If this balance is not achieved, 
the innocent will suffer and the 
citizens of this country will live 
the antithesis of freedom and 
liberty. 
If a latter day Peter Zenger 
faces incarceration because his 
printed opinion was circulated 
for all to read to the discom­ 
fiture and rage of government 
hierarchy, we have lost part of 
the heritage that the founders 
of this government sought to 
guarantee to all of us. If one 
of us is imprisoned on charges 
fostered by a governmental of­ 
ficial who finds it politically 
expedient to remove an in­ 
dividual from a position in which 
he can criticize the government, 
we have no different result. 
The very thought of such gov­ 
ernmental interference causes 
a visceral reaction of antagon­ 
ism and outrage—as well it 
should, for this is our very 
heritage that is being subverted. 
This revulsion from these acts 
is primarily caused by the fact 
that they are actions by the gov­ 
ernment or, more properly, the 
acts of individuals cloaked with 
governmental power. 
These 
acts, in other words, make it 
“an unfair fight.” 
But, how do most people react 
when the same type ofdepreda- 
ton and deprivation of rights 
is visited upon a citizen by a 
single thug or a group of in­ 
dividual criminals acting 
in 
concert rather than by the gov­ 
ernment? 
The reaction is one of Instant 
condemnation and almost im­ 
mediate concern with 
other 
matters. Why is it that this 
same deprivation of rights can 
be accomplished by the criminal 
underworld, and the average 
person upon hearing even the 
most gruesome facts has but 
a fleeting sense of anger? His 
anger is shortly followed by a 
sense of relief that he was not 
the victim. 
What makes this even more 
puzzling is that, in a large 
measure, it was a governmental 
omission that permitted this act 
to take place against an innocent 
victim. Of course, the govern­ 
ment can only use the tools at 
its 
disposal 
in combatting 
crime. 
The real tragedy is that the 
rights which surround the ac­ 
cused are so impenetrable that 
the accused is often permitted 
to roam the streets and com­ 
mit further crimes. Innocent 
persons suffer as a result. 
TTie government, instead 
of 
vigorously protecting the rights 
of its citizens, thus permits 
them to be trampled. 
In one area of criminalitv, 


organized crime, the protective 
rights surrounding the 
in­ 
dividual demonstrably and ser­ 
iously handicap law enforce­ 
ment. Since Joe Valachi pub­ 
licly broke with his organiza­ 
tion, the Cosa Nostra, most 
people will concede the exis­ 
tence of that organization. It 
is an organization which is 
dedicated to criminal conduct, 
to killings, extortions and rob­ 
beries, in order that its mem­ 
bers may live an affluent life 
on the work product of law abid­ 
ing citizens. But the dismal 
part of the Valachi revelations 
is that the organization has 
existed and operated in this 
country for many years, and 
still is very much alive. 
The 
existence of a 
secret 
criminal organization tor such 
a long period of time can be 
explained either in terms of the 
inefficiency of law enforcement 
or that the individual rights of 
the members of this criminal 
conspiracy effectively protect 
and permit the continuation of 
the organization. 
While this is admittedly an 
oversimplification, the glaring 
fact remains that despite all of 
the efforts of local 
police 
forces, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, 
the 
Federal 
Bureau of Narcotics, the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service and the 
many other Investigative agen­ 
cies of the Federal Govern­ 
ment, the organization 
con­ 
tinues to operate. 
The continuation of this crim­ 
inal conspiracy is a forceful 
argument that law enforcement 
operating under present rules, 
decisions and statutes is unable 
to eradicate the problem. The 
glib answer, that it is better 
that a hundred go free rather 
than that one innocent person 
be convicted, solves nothing. 
An equally glib retort Is that 
the freeing of a guilty person 
can and has given the freed 
defendant the opportunity 
to 
murder an Innocent person. 
What is the result? The gov­ 
ernment, by freeing the guilty, 
has permitted the defendant to 
not merely imprison but take 
the life of an innocent person. 
The continued operation of this 
criminal syndicate is a tacit 
admission that the rights of the 
victims 
of that organization 
have been subordinated to the 
rights of those accused of com­ 
mitting the crime. The very 
existence of the organization 
would seem to prove that much. 
But much can be done to re­ 
store the balance of rights so 
that officers of the law will be 
in a position to fulfill their 
prime duty — protection of 
the Innocent. One is for Con­ 
gress to enact statutes recently 
proposed by the Department of 
Justice 
that will enable the 
prosecutor to give immunity 
from prosecution to those who 
give evidence of a crime. Re­ 
fusal to testify after being given 
immunity could result 
in a 
prison term. 


It is only with 
immunity 
statutes that the underlings of 
the Cosa Nostra can be com­ 
pelled to testify concerning this 
criminal conduct of the higher- 
ups in the syndicate. Now such 
individuals invoke their right 
not to testify under the Fifth 
Amendment — which they have 
a right to do. But once given 
immunity from 
prosecution, 
those Fifth Amendment rights 
cannot be used as a basis for 
not testifying. 
Only with this additional leg­ 
islation can law enforcement 
have any real hope of breaking 
the solid code of silence which 
cloaks criminal conduct of the 
most brutal and sadistic nature. 
Surely government must take 
this minimal step to protect 
future innocent victims of crim­ 
inal greed. Only with additional 
legislation can this blight on 
our democracy be eliminated. 
Judge Learned Hand once saic^ 
“ The protection of the 
in­ 
dividual from oppression and 
abuse by the police and other 
enforcing officers is indeed a 
major interest in a free society; 
but so is the effective prosecu­ 
tion of crime, an interest which 
at times seems to be forgotten.”

The same type of thinking should apply to the 
entire legal process beginning with the man 
placed under arrest.

Angeles police department and not the to r­ 
mented police lieutenant, Thomas 
E. O’Neal, 
who pumped three bullets into him, wounding 
him seriously. 
The brooding O’Neal shot the man because 
he believed Norman was one of a gang of young 
ruffians who raped his daughter. The young 
man was held for suspicion of possession of 
marijuana but 
subsequently was exonerated 
of any part of the attack on the girl. 
No peace officer, 
regardless of his calm 
outward appearance, normal good judgment 
or his good record, should be given any re ­ 
sponsibility for a prisoner suspected of a crim e 
against him or his family. He should be removed 
from the temptation to heap verbal abuse or at­ 
tack such a prisoner or prisoners. 
The crim e committed against this police of­ 
ficer’s daughter 
was a revolting and de­ 
spicable one and Lieutenant O’Neal’s superiors 
should have known that he might attempt to 
take the law into his own hands. They are 
guilty of negligence in the failure to give Nor­ 
man the protection to which any citizen is 
entitled. 
They have the obligation of course to do every­ 
thing possible to bring the rapists to justice, but 
that doesn’t excuse their failure to protect the 
wounded prisoner and the harassed police lieu­ 
tenant. The officer has been suspended without 
pay at a time when he needs the money for 
the medical bills of his emotionally destraught 
daughter. 
It is the Chief of Police who should be sus­ 
pended and not Lieutenant O’Neal.

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Leaves from a war re­ 
porter’s notebook: 
From the air South Viet Nam 
looks in many places like a vast 
cemetery. 
When you first fly over the 
countryside, you notice what at 
first look like bomb craters or 
old abandoned wells. 
But 
no 
one 
could 
have 
dropped that many bombs or 
abandoned that 
many wells. 
What you are seeing are the 
tombs of some of Asia’s unnum­ 
bered dead. 
Tombs outnumber the rice 
paddies, where grow in vivid 
green the white grains that feed 
the country’s living millions. 
The tombs cluster by the 
hundreds in every patch of san­ 
dy outworn soil. 
In smaller 
numbers, they also stud the fer­ 
tile rice paddies, as if the cla­ 
morous dead were draining the 
sustenance of the living. 
Some of the tombs are new 
and handsome in gold and blue 
colors. But most are gray and 
old and lichen-encrusted, and 
the dead within them as forgot­ 
ten as the faded, fallen leaves 
of a flame tree. 


Tile 
poet 
Sara 
Teasdale 
wrote of “ children's faces look­ 
ing 
up, 
holding wonder like 
cup.’' 
It is the faces of Vietnamese 
children that give most encour­ 
agement to Americans here. 
They are so bright-ejed, en­ 
thusiastic, and eager to accept 
change. 
In the eyes of the middle- 
aged and elderly, you are de­ 
pressed to see sometimes a 
veiled animosity or at best a 
dull passivity. Often you have 
the feeling they don't really see 
you at all — they are either 
looking through you or around 
you, as if you were not there 
at all.

This is worth about 
$7, and they are invariably 
clean and crisp and neat. 
The 
average 
Vietnamese 
worker, who earns from less 
than 60 up to 80 piastres a 
day, rarely gets his hands on 
one. The IOO- and 200-piastre 
notes 
are 
usually 
in pret­ 
ty good shape, too. 
The five, IO- and 20-piastre 
notes — and particularly the 
fives — are the financial lan­ 
guage of the poor. The five- 
piastre note is so dirty, frayed, 
unsanitary and pawed over that 
you feel you may be contract­ 
ing a nameless disease every 
time you accept one in change. 


The situation in South Viet 
Nam is bewildering in many 
ways to thousands of the Ameri­ 
can 
military 
men 
stationed 
here. The customs of the people 
are so different, the conduct of 
the war itself is so different, 
from anything they have known 
before. 
But there is also a great de­ 
termination on the part of most 
to see this thing through. 
I think the best expression of 
both this bewilderment and de­ 
termination that I have heard 
was made by Capt. James W. 
Haerer, 33, a fighter pilot from 
Tampa, Fla. 
During a flight we made to­ 
gether on a supply plane to a 
mountain fort, iiaerer said:

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON -- One of the 
most interesting relationships 
In the life of Adlal Stevenson 
was that with President John­ 
son. One an Intellectual, the 
other a politician, they were 
closer than Adlal was with John 
F. Kennedy, 
This was not always the case. 
In 1956, Stevenson was on much 
closer terms with the young 
Harvard - trained Senator than 
with 
Lyndon 
Johnson, Estes 
Kefauver or any of the big 
wheels of the Democratic par­ 
ty, Personally, he would have 
preferred Kennedy to Kefauver 
as his running-mate. 
In 1956, furthermore, he had 
not been getting along at all well 
with Johnson, then Senate Ma­ 
jority Leader and a man who 
resented the Advisory Commit­ 
tee of the Democratic party, a 
group which included Steven­ 
son, Kefauver, 
Gov. 
Averell 
Harriman of New York, 
Gov. 
Mennen Williams of Michigan 
and 
Gov. 
Chester 
Bowles 
of Connecticut. 
Johnson 
and 
his 
f ri end, 
Speaker San Rayburn, both of 
Texas, boycotted the commit­ 
tee meetings and there 
was 
friction between Stevenson, the 
titular leader of the Democratic 
party, 
and 
Johnson, 
the 
dominating 
Democrat 
of the 
Senate. 
SECRET ALLIANCE 
But in 1960 an unusual politi­ 
cal alliance, little known to the 
public, drew them together. It 
was an alliance to block the 
nomination of John F, Kennedy. 
It was agreed that Stevenson 
would stay in the nomination 
race, not with the hope of win­ 
ning, but in order to prevent 
Kennedy from winning on the 
first ballot. 
Johnson had been a slow start­ 
er, had not been able to cam­ 
paign because of his Senate 
duties. His only hope was a 
deadlock after which the con­ 
vention 
would turn to him. 
Stevenson agreed to use his 
delegates to that end, Kennedy 
repeatedly asked him to with­ 
draw and got quite Irritated 
when he refused. 
The strategy failed and, when 
Kennedy got the nomination, no 
one was more vigorous in cam­ 
paigning for him than Adlai 
Stevenson.

But Adlal once told me that 
he suspected Kennedy resented 
his alliance with Lyndon and 
that this was one reason why 
he never became Secretary of 
State. 
However, the Los Angeles al­ 
liance brought Stevenson, 
the 
intellectual, and Johnson, the 
practical politician, much clos­ 
er together. And after Johnson 
assumed the presidency, they 
became even closer. Johnson 
invited 
Stevenson to every 
luncheon or dinner pertaining to 
foreign 
affairs, 
frequently 
phoned him in New York for 
advice. 
I talked to Adlai in New York 
shortly after American troops 
landed in the Dominican Re­ 
public; And while he had always 
been opposed to Intervention he 
confessed that, had he been in 
the President’s shoes, his de­ 
cision might have been similar. 
He had come to Washington to 
attend a White House strategy 
meeting on Viet Nam and was 
sitting in the little green room 
just off the President’s main 
office when the final message 
came through from Ambassador 
Tapley Bennett in Santo Domin­ 
go requesting troops. 
Johnson placed a sheaf of tele­ 
grams in Adlai’s hands. It would 
have taken 30 minutes to read 
them. Meanwhile the Ambassa­ 
dor was phoning Washington 
from under his desk with bullets 
whizzing through Embassy win­ 
dows. Johnson gave the order 
to land troops. 
Adlal was not happy about 
Dominican 
intervention, but 
never said so. He believed In 
playing on the Johnson team. 
Thus there continued a genuine 
friendship between two strong 
men of opposite backgrounds 
and 
opposite 
personalities. 
When the President got the 
news of Adlai’s death, he had 
trouble keeping back the tears. 
JAPANESE 
AND SHRINE RS 
The joint meetings between 
Japanese and American Cabinet 
members were frank, healthy 
and a tribute to the ability of 
two one-time enemies to be­ 
come friends. But there was one 
thing the visiting Japanese of­ 
ficials just couldn’t understand 
-- the Shrlners. 
When the Japanese arrived 
at the Shoreham Hotel in Wash­ 


ington the Shrlners' 
conven­ 
tion was just convening. 
And the fastidious gentlemen 
from Tokyo, looking prim and 
proper, gaped with amazement 
at the men dressed in Arab 
fezzes, baggy pants and in one 
case riding a camel, who dom­ 
inated the hotel lobby. 
The highest officers in the 
japanese government, usually 
the height of punctuality, were 
late for appointments because 
they could not take their eyes 
off this new breed of Ameri­ 
cans. 
They 
watched them 
pinch 
ladles, light matches and pre­ 
tend to set fire to hotel carpets, 
and otherwise relax as only 
[homo Americanus

wondered 
whether a new type of American

Note: A group of Africans 
was observing the Shrlner Pa­ 
rade, dressed in their gaudy 
native garb. Evidently puzzled 
by the Shrlner costumes, one of 
them turned to a bystander and 
asked: “ Is Johnson still Presi­ 
dent?" 
JAPANESE BOO-BOO 
At the White House luncheon 
for the Japanese Cabinet there 
occurred such a boo-boo as 
seldom happens at state func­ 
tions. 
News 
of Adlal Stevenson’s 
death came while the luncheon 
was 
In progress. 
President 
Johnson set aside his prepared 
speech and paid tribute 
to 
Stevenson. 
And 
Foreign 
Minister Etsusaburo Shiina did 
the same. 
But 
when 
the 
Interpreter 
translated Shllna’s speech, the 
English version put the Foreign 
Minister 
in the position of 
paying tribute to “ The Late" 
Henry Cabot Lodge, who, 
of 
course, was not dead but who 
was Ambassador to the U. N. 
under Elsenhower. 
President Johnson did not say 
a word in correction; Nor did 
any of the American guests. 
They figured the error was a 
slip of the tongue by the in­ 
terpreter.

The Fourth of July weekend 
this year, which in a more 
constructive time would have 
been devoted chiefly to the cele­ 
bration of our national indepen­ 
dence, brought with It a grim 
tale of rioting and looting by 
juvenile mobs In once-peaceful 
resorts all over America. 
Despite the strange attempts 
of many commentators to brush 
this off as nothing new, or 
nothing to be alarmed about, 
In fact It deserves our deepest 
concern. It is true that rioting 
and looting, even by young peo­ 
ple, are not new in history. 
Undoubtedly they were common, 


as one “reassuring" voice has 
said, In medieval Germany. But 
until recently they have not been 
common In America. 
Little towns on the 
Great 
Lakes, on the seashore, or on 
the lovely wooded lakes 
of 
northern New England which In 
normal times never knew mass 
violence, were tom and gutted 
by young vandals screaming for 
thrills. Hundreds were Injured 
and millions of dollars' worth 
of damage done. 
Physical 
Injuries heal and 
property damage can be re­ 
paired. But the injuries of char­ 
acter and the spirit, Inflicted 
on themselves and on their 
companions by the 
desperate 
and confused youths who in­ 
spired these riots, may prove 
incurable. 
These young people are not 
deeply evil. They are striking 
out blindly against

and a country which seems to 
them to have given them no 
moral standards to live by and 
no purpose In life. By their 
acts they condemn all who taught 
them, by work or Implication, 
that there Is no real difference 
between right and wrong. 
That is the void in their lives 
which we must fill.

Top Crime Fighter Charges 
Underworld Syndicates Destroy 
Civil Rights of the Public 
For more than four years one 
man actively directed a daily 
battle against the vast networks 
of the criminal syndicates. This 
was the task of Herbert J. 
Miller, until recently assistant 
attorney general of the U. S. 
in charge of the Criminal Di­ 
vision of the Justice Dept. Under 
him was the organized crime 
and rackets section. I asked 
him whether there really was 
a chance of ever cracking the 
Mafia-type underworld. Here Is 
his reply; 
By Herbert J. Miller 
Washington, D. C.: — We can 
assume that the most sacred 
duty 
of government 
Is to 
guarantee to those who com­ 
prise It those rights which are 
the foundation of a free society. 
Freedom of worship, freedom of 
speech and the freedom to vote 
one’s choice in an honest elec­ 
tion are considered by most to 
be the bedrock upon which this 
republic is bottomed. 
Two additional 
rights, how­ 
ever, which are just as basic 
and which are In daily conflict, 
are first, the right to be free 
from governmental oppression 
and, secondly, the right of a 
citizen to governmental pro­ 
tection from the depredations of 
the lawless against his person 
and property. Every reasonable 
precaution must be taken in the 
Interest of both of these basic 
rights to assure that neither 
is unduly or unfairly 
sub­ 
ordinated. 
If this balance Is not achieved, 
the Innocent will suffer and the 
citizens of this country will live 
the antithesis of freedom and 
liberty. 
If a latter day Peter Zenger 
faces incarceration because his 
printed opinion was circulated 
for all to read to the discom­ 
fiture and rage of government 
hierarchy, we have lost part of 
the heritage that the founders 
of this government sought to 
guarantee to all of us. If one 
of us Is imprisoned on charges 
fostered by a governmental of­ 
ficial who finds it politically 
expedient to remove an In­ 
dividual from a position in which 
he can criticize the government, 
we have no different result. 
The very thought of such gov­ 
ernmental interference causes 
a visceral reaction of antagon­ 
ism and outrage—as well it 
should, for this is our very 
heritage that is being subverted. 
This revulsion from these acts 
is primarily caused by the fact 
that they are actions by the gov­ 
ernment or, more properly, the 
acts of Individuals cloaked with 
governmental power. 
These 
acts, In other words, make It 
“an unfair fight." 
But, how do most people react 
when the same type ofdepreda- 
ton and deprivation 
of rights 
is visited upon a citizen by a 
single thug or a group of in­ 
dividual criminals acting 
In 
concert rather than by the gov­ 
ernment? 
The reaction is one of instant 
condemnation and almost im­ 
mediate concern with 
other 
matters. Why Is it that this 
same deprivation of rights can 
be accomplished by the criminal 
underworld, and the 
average 
person upon hearing even the 
most gruesome facts has but 
a fleeting sense of anger? His 
anger is shortly followed by a 
sense of relief that he was not 
the victim. 
What makes this even more 
puzzling is that, in a large 
measure, it was a governmental 
omission that permitted this act 
to take place against an innocent 
victim. Of course, the govern­ 
ment can only use the tools at 
its 
disposal 
In 
combatting 
crime. 
The real tragedy Is that the 
rights which surround the ac­ 
cused are so impenetrable that 
the accused is often permitted 
to roam the streets and com­ 
mit further crimes. Innocent 
persons suffer as a result. 
The government, instead 
of 
vigorously protecting the rights 
of its citizens, thus 
permits 
them to be trampled. 
In one area of criminality. 


organized crime, the protective 
rights surrounding the 
in­ 
dividual demonstrably and ser­ 
iously handicap law enforce­ 
ment. Since Joe Valachl pub­ 
licly broke with his organiza­ 
tion, the Cosa Nostra, most 
people will concede the exis­ 
tence of that organization. It 
is an organization which is 
dedicated to criminal conduct, 
to killings, extortions and rob­ 
beries, in order that its mem­ 
bers may live an affluent life 
on the work product of law abid­ 
ing citizens. But the dismal 
part of the Valachi revelations 
is that the organization has 
existed and operated in this 
country for many years, and 
still is very much alive. 
The 
existence of a 
secret 
criminal organization for such 
a long period of time can be 
explained either in terms of the 
inefficiency of law enforcement 
or that the individual rights of 
the members of this criminal 
conspiracy effectively protect 
and permit the continuation of 
the organization. 
While this is admittedly an 
oversimplification, the glaring 
fact remains that despite all of 
the efforts of local 
police 
forces, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, 
the 
Federal 
Bureau at Narcotics, the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service and the 
many other investigative agen­ 
cies of the Federal Govern­ 
ment, the organization 
con­ 
tinues to operate. 
The continuation of this crim­ 
inal conspiracy Is a forceful 
argument that law enforcement 
operating under present rules, 
decisions and statutes is unable 
to eradicate the problem. The 
glib answer, that It Is better 
that a hundred go free rather 
than that one innocent person 
be convicted, solves nothing. 
An equally glib retort is that 
the freeing of a guilty person 
can and has given the 
freed 
defendant the opportunity 
to 
murder an innocent person. 
What is the result? Tile gov­ 
ernment, by freeing the guilty, 
has permitted the defendant to 
not merely imprison but take 
the life of an innocent person. 
The continued operation of this 
criminal syndicate is a tacit 
admission that the rights of the 
victims 
of that organization 
have been subordinated to the 
rights of those accused of com­ 
mitting the crime. The very 
existence of the organization 
would seem to prove that much. 
But much can be done to re­ 
store the balance of rights so 
that officers of the law will be 
In a position to fulfill their 
prime duty — protection of 
the innocent. One is for Con­ 
gress to enact statutes recently 
proposed by the Department of 
Justice 
that 
will enable the 
prosecutor to give immunity 
from prosecution to those who 
give evidence of a crime. Re­ 
fusal to testify after being given 
immunity 
could 
result 
In a 
prison term. 


It is only with 
immunity 
statutes that the underlings of 
the Cosa Nostra can be com­ 
pelled to testify concerning this 
criminal conduct of the higher- 
ups in the syndicate. Now such 
individuals invoke their right 
not to testify under the Fifth 
Amendment — which they have 
a right to do. But once given 
immunity from 
prosecution, 
those Fifth Amendment rights 
cannot be used as a basis for 
not testifying. 
Only with this additional leg­ 
islation can law enforcement 
have any real hope of breaking 
the solid code of silence which 
cloaks criminal conduct of the 
most brutal and sadistic nature. 
Surely government must take 
this minimal step to protect 
future Innocent victims of crim­ 
inal greed. Only with additional 
legislation can this blight on 
our democracy be eliminated. 
Judge Learned Hand once sai<^ 
“ The protection of the 
in­ 
dividual from oppression and 
abuse by the police and other 
enforcing officers Is indeed a 
major interest in a free society; 
but so is the effective prosecu­ 
tion of crime, an interest which 
at times sppms to be forgotten."

"Cairo authorized our dele­ 
gation to offer at no cost to the 
program a suite of two offices, 
equipped with furniture, utili­ 
ties supplied, a janitor ser­ 
vice, 
and air conditioning," 
Meisenhelmer said. "The only 
other location offered was an 
abandoned school building at 
Karoak that would have to be 
equipped with utilities and re­ 
novated before it could 
be 
used as an office." 
Pulaski, Union, Johnson, and 
Massac counties all voted to 
locate the office in the Karnak 
building and it was at this point 
the Alexander County delega­ 


tion left the meeting. 
Meisenhelmer said it now ap­ 
peared the Shawnee Develop­ 
ment Council would not be or­ 
ganized as a five-county unit. 
He gave no indication about 
what course would be pursued in 
the future. 
This was the third meeting of 
the five county group to organ­ 
ize into a regional unit. Some 
progress was made in the two 
previous meetings, although un­ 
dercurrents of dissension over 
location of the director's office 
were detected in the meeting 
held in Cairo last Friday. 
"We had been instructed by 
our county Community Action 
Committee to stand fast for 
having the director's office lo­ 
cated 
here," Meisenhelmer 
said. "We feel it should be lo­ 
cated in the center of the pover­ 
ty stricken area and past ex­ 
perience has proved that when 
offices are located further up­ 
state, we receive only limited 
benefits." 


He pointed out that 25 per­ 
cent of the population in Alex­ 
ander County was classified as 
poverty stricken, and that 26 
per cent of Pulaski County was 
in this classification. 
In comparison, only four per 
cent of Union County, seven 
per cent of Johnson County, 
and nine per cent of Massac 
County, are in this classifica­ 
tion. 
Members of the Alexander 
County delegation expressed 
surprise that the Pulaski County 
delegation did not offer a site 
for the office or support the 
Alexander County offer, since 
these two counties contain the 
vast 
majority 
of people on 
poverty rolls in the five-county 
area. 
What effect this disruption of 
the Shawnee Development Coun­ 
cil would have on processing of 
proposals submitted for 
ap­ 
proval by the individual coun­ 
ties could not be immediately 
determined.

County Rep. Gene Copeland and

Wednesday meeting and he said 
that he had agreed to attend 
the Vienna meeting and con­ 
tinued 
to guide 
efforts to 
organize the five-county pro­ 
gram until a replacement could 
be secured. Meisenheimer had 
been paid a salary of $100 
per week by the City of Cairo 
while serving as dlrector-co­ 
ordinator of the program. 
He said the Vienna meeting 
had progressed nicely until the 
matter of location of the direc­ 
tor's office arose. 
"Cairo authorized our dele­ 
gation to offer at no cost to the 
program a suite of two offices, 
equipped with furniture, utili­ 
ties supplied, a janitor ser­ 
vice, 
and air conditioning," 
Meisenheimer said. "The only 
other location offered was an 
abandoned school building at 
Karnak that would have to be 
equipped with utilities and re­ 
novated before it could 
be 
used as an office." 
Pulaski, Union, Johnson, and 
Massac counties all voted to 
locate the office in the Karnak 
building and it was at this point 
the Alexander County delega­ 


tion left the meeting. 
Meisenheimer said it now ap­ 
peared the Shawnee Develop­ 
ment Council would not be or­ 
ganized as a five-county unit.

and utilities increased by $870,- 
000. 
County Rep. Gene Copeland and 
County Clerk Wilkins teamed 
up put the brakes on annual 
increases on farm lands and city 
lots by furnishing the State Tax

with 
statistics 
from 1951 to 1964 on increases 
given New Madrid County. 
It was shown by their sta­

Johnson last year and Presi­ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
1936 won tremendous election 
victories and their Democrats, 
riding their coattails, got over­ 
whelming control of Congress 
both times. 
But Johnson has been shrewd­ 
er than Roosevelt in the use he 
made of success and luck, for 
he had a little better luck than 
Roosevelt: the Republican party 
was split in the 1964 election and 
still is. 
Now the divided Republicans 
are hardly any opposition to 
him. Even their criticism s are 
barely audible. 
When they do take after him 
occasionally, as on his handling 
of the Vietnamese war, it’s not 
because of American involve­ 
ment but because they want 
him to bomb harder. 
This is a lot different from 
President Harry S. Truman’is 
experience with the Korean war 
when, shortly after the United 
States got into it in 1950, Repub­ 
licans opened up on him and 
kept on going. 
Since his 1964 election John­ 
son has carefully done nothing 
to bristle 
Democrats or Re­ 
publicans. In fact, except for a 
minor thrust once in a while, 
Johnson has been almost benev­ 
olent toward Republicans.

The Kiwanis Club: 
How It All Came About 


Considering its present high status in the community, Kiwanis was started for less than lofty ideals. In 1915 a Detriot salesman named Allen 


Browne, a one-time organizer for the Moose, decided to found his own fraternal club for businessmen with the lure of sick benefits. Browne’s 


motivation undoubtedly was singular: He would keep the $5 fee he charged members to join. 


Browne considered naming the organization the Benevolent Order Of Brothers, until someone pointed out the unfortunate meaning of the 


initials. The club members then asked a Detroit historian, Clarence M. Burton, to select a more appropriate name. He picked a phrase from the 


Otchipew Indian dialect, Nun-Kee-wan-nis, which he said meant: "We make a noise. We have a good time."
